CIGAR MAKING AS CONDUCTED 
IN LOS ANGELES. 


The Prodigious Number of Cigars 
Sold in This Market—How the 
Cigar is Constructed and How 
Many People Find Employment 
in the Labor. 


IFIRST PAPER. | 

many cigars are probably 
made in Los Angeles ina year?” was 
usked a cigarmaker lately. 

least haif a million,” was the 
answer. 

‘*Half a million!’ the scribe echoed, 
endeavoring to make a rapid mental 
calculation of the population of the 
place and how many this would give to 
each man, woman and child. _ 

“Yes,” he continued, as though he 
rather enjoyed the horrified surprise, 
‘‘and that’s only about one-forticth of 
what’s smoked in the city, for Los 
Atgeles consumes at least 20,000,000 
cigars annually—a low estimate at 
that. Cigarmakers,’’ he went on, ‘‘esti- 
mate that every voter,on an average, 
uses four cigars. per day.’’ ‘‘Why,’’ he 
explained, “don’t you know that many 
men smoke as high as a dozen cigars 
in a day;.some as many a8 25? Well 
allowing even four each per day and 
multiply these by the 365 days in the 
year, and this number again by the list 
of voters, you can see how the figures 
would mount.” . 

Los Angeles has 10 cigar factories 
within her gates. A thirst for general 
information leading a Times scribe 
into one lately, he carried away a good 
many more ideas on the broad field of 


tobacco than he possessed on entering. 


Cigarmaking is certainly a business 
in which dexterity and neat-handed- 
ness are developed to avery high de- 
gree. Ten minutes employed in look- 
ing on at acigarmaker’s bench im- 
presses this idea very firmly in the 
mind. 

A cigar consists of, first, the ‘‘fiil- 
ing,” or inside; next the ‘‘binder,”’ or 
inner covering, in which the ‘filling’ 
is incased, and, lastly, the ‘‘wrapper,”’ 
or outside roll, which is wound diagon- 
ally from end to end of the cigar. 
These three component parts gener- 
ally represent as many grades of to- 
bacco—good, better, best, as it were— 
the outside one being the best of all. 

Tobacco is shipped from the whole- 
sale houses in small wisps or bunches 
of so many leaves, tied firmly together, 
called a “‘hand.’’ Four ‘hands’ in a 
cluster comprise a “carrot.” When 
the reporter called the initiatory step 
was evidently being taken by a young 
man who was engaged in untying and 


“stripping” these little wisps; that is, } 


separating the leaves from the central 
stem—much like preparing “greens” 
for cooking—the stems being all laid 
on one side, to be sold eveatually for 
sheep dipping, vine spraying, etc. 

The| wrappers, or outside coverings, 
after being stripped are carefully 
smoothed: out, one on top of another, 
in bundles of about a pound weight 
each, known tothe trade as “books” or 
“pads.” 

The stripping process completed, the 
tobacco next proceeds to the work 
benches, at which the cigarmakets are 
seated on high stools, each witha 
block ot hardwood about a foot square 
before him. Here the pieces of tobacco 
leaf, having been crushed and bent to 
the desired length—styled “breaking 
the filling’’—are parcelled out into an 
array of little heaps, each representing 
the inside of a cigar. These are now 
folded up in the binders, and then con- 
signed to a succession of semi-circular 
metal grooves or molds, the exact size 


and shape of a cigar, 20 of which in tog 


line fill a@ narrow wooden tray. ‘The 
mold-board being filled, an upper one 
with corresponding grooves is adjusted 
upon it, the two halves forming a com- 
plete round. Some eight or ten of 
these filled trays are now placed ina 
screw press and tightly squeezed for 15 
or 20 minutes, when they are ready for 
the last stage—the wrapping. Tuking 
a leaf from the pad lying on the bench 
besicge him, the cigarmaker, with a 
sharp circular knife, much the same 
in shape as those used by cheese- 
mongers, cuts a strip of sufficient 
width and length to enroll the cigar, 
like a shaving, from end toend. With 
pliant, dextrous fingers, smoothing out 
the creases on the wood as it turns, he 
winds it completely around the inclos- 
ure, pressing it firmly allthetime. A 
touch of gum from a small jar at hand 
secures the finish at the tapering point. 
The placing of it in a little macht#Hé, 
fitted with a second groove, at the end 
of which a knife is brought down by a 
handle, thereby snipping it toa uni- 
form length, completes the manufac- 
ture of a cigar. When collected, the 
various grades are gone over and as- 


sorted into boxes by their color, all of | 


alight or dark tint being placed to- 
gether. 

The making of cigar-boxes is, of 
course, a distinct business by itself. 
As for the label, whose name is legion 
—always attractive, often highly 
artistic—an interesting article could 
be written upon it alone. 

To return to the workroom, however. 
Beneath each bench is attached a can- 
vas apron, into which all the cuttings 
of tobacco are gathered. Upon the 
plan of letting nothing be lost, these, 
in turn, done up in packages, are dis- 
posed of in the store beneath for 
tobacco. 

One workman was engaged ex- 
clusively upon ‘‘Havana-filled,”’ a tech- 
nicality implying that this cigar, from 
first to last—filling, binder and wrap- 

r—is made entirely of Cuban to- 

acco. This variety is a high grade, 
and ranges up among the ‘‘two-for-a- 
quarter’ goods. They were being 
made entirely by hand, not pressed in 
molds, as were the others. Pussibly 
their having thereby a somewhat less 
even smooth finish (presumably keep- 
ing up the fiction of their having been 
made in Havana) carries an implied 
guarantee to the mind of a smoker. 

The apprenticeship to the business 
is three years, at the end of which 
time a competent hand can turn out 
an average of 250 cigars per day. 
There are, it seems, several ladies 
employed at the work in this city, and 
to the everlasting honor of the craft be 
it recorded, it was frankly and unhesi- 
tatingly admitted that a woman can 
make as good a cigar as a man. 

The great majority of cigar-makers 
throughout the country are members of 
the Cigar-makers’ Union. This organ- 
ization, amongst other things, regu- 
lates the hours of labor to eight per 
day, a member working beyond that 
time being liable to a fine. 

The grading or assorting of tobacco, 
much like tea or wine tasting, 1s little 
shert of a fine art. Its value does not 
depend solely upon its flavor or color, 
but also upon the length of time it 
takes to consume. In selecting the 
materials for cigar-making, in which 
several varieties of tobacco will be 
blended, care must be taken that all 
will burn at an equal rate of speed. 
Like almost everything else, tobacco. 
is subject to changes in fashion. Some 
time ago the-darker and heavier the 
sample the better it suited the public 


One of the finest qualities of the 
‘tweed’ is imported from the island of 
Sumatra in the East Indies, but the 
staple quantity of the choice grades is 
obtained from Cuba, the requisite 
qualifications of soi! and climate for 
its successful growth evidently exist- 


anywhere else in the world. An im- 
mense amount of tobacco is raised in 
Kentucky and other Southern States, 
but the old notion that its production 
was confined to the South is fast being 
dispellea, Wisconsin, Ohio, Pennsy!- 
vania, Connecticut, New York and 
Massachusetts each producing an ex- 
tremely markevable commodity. Cali- 
fornia has lately been making a praise- 
worthy effort in this direction, and her 
success will be watched with much in- 
terest. 
Probably no other article in the 
world carries a steadier weight of tax- 
ation than tobacco. The revenue de- 
rived by the United States from this 
source. alone. amounts annually to 
over $100,000,000. An import duty, 
varying with the quality and amount- 
ing in some instances to as high 
as 75 cents per pound, is_ levied 
at the various ports of  en- 
trance. Then the familiar long, 
narrow label with which cigar-boxes 
are ornamented represents a Govern- 
ment tax upon the maker amounting 
to nolessthan $3 per thousand for 
cigars. Ontopof all this, the dealer 
pays an annual license to the State 
and a monthiy tax to the local munici- 
pality, and must at all times be able to 
exhibit a permit to trade from each. 
When stored in bulk tobacco im- 
proves by keeping, but after being 
manufactured it deteriorates. From 
the time when its broad green leaves 
are harvested till it issues from the 
tobacco factory, 18 months has fre- 
quently elapsed. During this period 
it has been hung on the stalk 
in sheds to dry, laid out 
in heaps to ‘sweat’ or slightly 
ferment (for the purpose of toughen- 
ing it), separated from the stem and 
tied in the wisps (in which we first 
made its acquaintance), packed hard 
in solid wooden cases, and finally mar- 
keted. 
Itis a regrettable fact that cigar- 
making is oue of the branches of trade 
which bas suffered severely in compe- 
ition with Chinese labor. Their imi- 
Lativeness and supple adaptability 
ve made sad havoc with the earn- 
ings of many in the business on tbis 
coast. One cigar-maker siated that if 
it were not for this cheap-labor rival 


in San Francisco and other places 


probably not tewer than 200 additional 
men could find employment at the 
trade in Los Angeles alone, while 
throughout California: they have run

“the men who are caught by them de- 
serve to be caught.”’ 

‘“*How is that?”’ 

“T mean just this: they are men who 
believe they are about to win some- 
thing for nothing.” 

“Do you mean that they are pot 
swindled?” 

“TI mean that they are thieves them- 
selves.”’ 

‘Well, that is startling, to say the 
least.”’ 

‘“T assert it again; the men who are 
swindled at bunco or any ‘sure- 
thing’ game, are thieves at heart.” 

“It will be pretty difficult to prove 
that.” | 

‘*Not at all.” 

“Do you mean that the bunco men 
are not altogether to blame?’’ 

That is just what I do mean.” 

“T don’t see how that can be?”’ 

“I will show you. The general idea 
about confidence games is that every 
man is as good as another upon whom 
to operate, but that isa mistake. The 
intelligent confidence man does not 
attempt to work an ordinary man. He 
prefers to take a man of the highest 
intelligence, always providing that he 
Was money. He bases this idea upon 
the fact that the higher a man’s repu- 
tation is the greater will be his desire 
to keep quiet any losses he may sus- 
tain. Do you see the point?” 

‘““Yes, Ido; but do you mean to say 
that such men are thieves at heart?”’ 

“IT do most certainly, and I speak 
from\experience in having buncoed a 
number of such people.”’ 

“Explain what you mean.” 

‘It is just this: The very essence of 
bunco isthat a man expects to get 
something for nothing. He starts in 
with that idea, and it is only when he 
finds that he has lost that he makes a 
kick. An honest man is never caught 


at bunco, Hecan’t be. The very idea |. 


of the game is different, and when a 
man loses he knows that his idea of 
beating somebody is balked; therefore 
he makes a kick. But nine times out 
of ten he never makes it publicly, be- 
cause his conscience tells him that he 
is a thief, and that he has given him- 
self away.” 

“It is a strange theory.”’ 

“Tt is true, nevertheless. The ‘sure 
thing’ or ‘confidence’ man works upon 
that principle of human nature, and 
that is why he is so successful. It is 
not that bunco is an old ‘chestnutty’ 
game; he knows that as well as any- 
body, but old as it is, the cupidity in- 
born in him makes him think that he 
can win something. Let me illustrate: 
I was on a train with a confederate, 
and sat down by a likely fellow, with 
whom I engaged in conversation. I 
gradually le and we had 
quite atalk. Just about this time my 
confederate came along. He was made 
up as a ‘bayseed.’ He stumbled along 
the aisle and sat down behind us. 
Pretty soon he opened up a conversa- 
tion about having been to town and 
lost some money in learning how 
to play cards. He exhibited a roll of 
bills, and said that when he got home 
he would win it all back, as he knew 
how to = now. We sat there listen- 
ing to the fellow, and finally I said to 
the ‘sucker’ that it would be a pretty 
good idea to play with the ‘hay- 
seed.’ I toid him that we might 
as well, because somebody else 
would get his money if we 
didn’t. He listened to me, andI could 
see that his eye glistened and his 
cupidity was excited. The upshot of 
it was that we made up a little game, 


‘and the ‘hayseed’ lost like everything 


at first, but when the time came we 
did him up. He lost a pile on one 
turn of the cards. That man was a 
thief. He went into that game with 
the determination to rob the supposed 
countryman, Which was the worst, 
our robbing him or his robbing us?”’ 

‘Your argument is very specious.”’ 

**T will show you again: I was in 
Minneapolis once, and 1 had some 
‘green goods.’ Do you know what I 
mean? Bogus greenbacks. I went to 
a hotel, the proprietor of which I had 
learned was good game. You know 
we learn who to go for before we be- 
gin. I did not approach him 
at first with any break. I got 
in with him, and began to spend 
money. He had anidea that it was 
‘queer’ money, but did not know me 
and was suspicious. I had a ‘roll, 
and took occasion to play the game 
very fine.

Of course they play 
upon the weakness of human eit 
and that is all there is about it. Buti 
they are thieves, what are the victims 
who expect to win?”’ 


AN ECONOMIC QUESTION. 


How Sewage Farming Would Build 
Up the Country. 

Los ANGELES, Aug. 9.—[To the 
Editor of Tue Times.] Is it short- 
sightedness, or stupidity, or is it abso- 
lute preyarication on the part of those 
who so persistently oppose the value of 
a system of irrigation known as ‘‘sew- 
age farming,’ by brazenly asserting 
that a “sewage farm will only grow 
fruits and vegetables without profit?” 
This, unquestionably, is done by them 
in order to create a prejudice. 

Where “sewage farming”’ is carried 
to perfection by scientific principles, 
fruits and vegetables are a secondary 
consideration, and succulent grasses 
and roots are the most desirable pro- 
os to be cultivated, and those who 

ave resided in Los Angeles tor a mod- 
erate length of time know full well how 
much such feed is needed here, an 
will be needed more 80, as our popula- 
tion increases, if these ‘‘anti-irriga- 
tors’? would try to remove the ‘‘Bal- 
lona bog on the brain,’”’ which they ap- 
pear to be troubled with, the pressure 
of which has strained and non-focused 
their optic nerve power and diverted 
the perpendicular of their naturally 
unbalanced craniums, they would 
reason more rationally. 

These genius and Councilmaniacs en- 
tirely ignore the fact that we have no 
permanent pasturage upon which to 


bers for more than a few months in the 
year, except on our few cienegas and 
on our irrigated lands, and that we, 
with our hundreds ef thousands of 
acres of deep, rich alluvial soils, are en- 
tirely at the mercy of the ranchers and 
middlemen of Texas and Arizona, to 
say nothing of periodical railway disas- 
ters. 

Does it not occur to these ‘‘anti-irri- 
gators’ that the workingmen of Los 
Angeles today are paying at least 26 
per cent. more for their meat supply 
than they would have to pay if Los An- 
geles county could supply our home de- 
mand? 

We, in the face of th‘s, are asked to 
waste this irrigating factor, and pro- 
vide them with funds to build sewers 
for a population of 300,000. We are 
told we have 250 inches of sewage water 
to dispose of. Perhaps we have, and 
perhaps we have not, when sewers and 
water Mains are made impervious, so 
that their leakages do not blend andrun 
towaste. Anyhow, we are asked to vote 
$440,000 to carry 50 inches of sewage to 
their own “dear little, sweet little 
Ballona bog.” 

Again, the freight of imported fat 
stock alone into Los Angeles amounts 
to many thousands of dollars per an- 
num, without accounting for the cost 
of importation of canned meats, bacon, 
sugar, lard, butter, eggs, etc., from 
Missouri and Kansas, all of which 
ought and can be produced at home 
our pawege is properly and scienti 
cally applied; for, instead of one cro 
of alfileriain the season as now, an 
one crop of rank bariey hay, as some 
of our lands under favorable circum- 
stances will produce, we would ac- 
quire at least six crops of hay or a 
device of a permanent, rich, succulent 
pasturage, and would always be en- 
abled to keep a good stock in hand of 
fatlings. Therich Italian rye, and 
other grass would flourish in profusion. 
An experiment on rye grass is now 
being made near Buckhorn Station, 
and it looks remarkable well. Sain- 
foin and trefolium would do equally 
as well, and six acres of this herbage 
in successive crops will carry 400 head 
of sheep all year round. This is no 
theory, having been in practical and 
very profitable use for 17 years. 

Then in rotation come the sugar 
beets, the mangel-wurzel, the carrot, 
the turnip and large cabbages, peas 
and parsnips, and an endless variety 
of feeding vegetables. These, along 
with the hay and herbage as before 


mentioned, would feed and fatten the 


meat supply of 300,000 population. 
Meats would be plentiful, and prime 
homésmade butter would be in con- 
stant abundance, and no one then 
would-hunt for the cheap oleomarga- 
rine. 

It surely requires but little insight 
into the laws of political economy to 
prove that all this produce would be 
the means of saving thousands of dol- 
lars annually now paid as freight upon 
the shipment of these much-needed 
articles. To whom? Echo answers and 
I repeat that the savings would be to 
those who unfortunately have to earn 
their daily bread by the sweat of their 
bodies. 

Is it not a fact that the working- 
men need more meat to stimulate 
their exertions and nourish and sus- 
tain their physical and mental powers 
while their muscles are strained to 
wield the pick and shovel? A _ poor 
devil who can make but $1 a day, with 
afamily to clothe, feed and lodge, 
stands a poor chance indeed of pro- 
curing meat at present prices, or even 
at any price, in suffiaent quantity to 
sustain him in the vigorous condition 
that this climate demands in order to 
enable him to fulfill his vocations cred- 
itably to himself and honorably to his 
employer. Yetone of these anti-irri- 
gators, in the shape of a City Council- 
man, only the other morning was heard 
to remark that ‘ta dollar a day” fora 
laborer and ‘a dollar and a haif for a 
mechanic” is ample wages. 

And thissame man and his party 
have the brazen audacity to proclaim 
themselves the ‘‘friends of the work- 
ingmen,”’ and actually rely on the 
same men they would pay ‘ta dollara 
day’? to turn the tide advancing 
against them at the polls. 

The question of building a sewer to 
the ocean means employment for a few 
months only, but the benefits which 
will accrue from the irrigation of poor 
soils will increase year by year in 
vaiue, will reduce permanently the 
prices of the necessaries of life, and 
put the surplus (otherwise freight 
charges) into the pockets of the work- 
ingmen. 

But to seek friendships under such 


| ludicrous and fallacious protestations 


is an insult to the intelligence of the 
workingmen. “The anti-irrigation 
scheme”’ should be stamped upon and 
flung inthe faces of these who value 
the labor of the workingmen at “a 
dollar a day.” FARMER.

WANY PERPLEXITIES OF NEW 
MEN IN CAMP, 


And How They Get Even With 
Obnoxious Officers — Blanket 
Tossing—Arrival of the Knights 


—Banquet and Ball at the Coro-| § 


nado. 


Came DimMonD, Aug. 11.—[Corre- 
spondence of TimeEs.] Tomorrow 
the “tin” soldiers who have been 
tenting at Pacific Beach in San Diego 
county will return home. They have 
spent ten days playing soldier, and 
that a majority of them are satisfied 
that camp life is not what it is cracked 
up to be, goes without saying. A num- 
ber of them have been saving up their 
money for several months in anticipa- 
tion of the good time they expected to 
have, but when they found that their 
superior officers intended to work them 
from early morn until late in the even- 
ing, their hearts sickened, and a num- 
ber have expressed a desire to get out 
of the “army” as soon as possible. 
There is no doubt but that there 
would have been complaints, even 
had everything gone as smoothly as 
the plot, of a modern love story, 
but when the officers took up their 
headquarters in a fashionable hotel 12 
miles from camp, and spent the greater 
portion ot their time enjoying them- 
selves, the rank and file sawa good 
chance to get in a big complaint, and 
they have not lost an opportunity to 
enter a vigorous protest. 

During the encampment the men 
(with the exception of; once or twice, 
when they wanted to break out of 
sme f late at night) have paid more at- 
tention to duty than one could have 
expected from a crowd who were never 
before in camp, and knew but little 
about the duties of a soldier outside of 
armory drill. 

GUYED BY THE REGULARS. 

* A company of regulars and three or 
four United States Army officers who 
have been stationed in camp all the 
time have been of great assistance to 
the militia. It is true that the 
West Pointers have ‘‘guyed’’ the 
amateurs until several ot them 
are on the verge of insanity, but the 
example has been worth conusiderable 
to the boys, and during the next en- 
campment there will be fewer breaks, 
andthe men will not find so much 
cause for complaint. 

The selection of the camp was a mis- 
take. It was too far from the city, 
and, while trains ran every hour, up to 
midnight, the men who were off on a 
few hours’ leave found it almost im- 
possible to make connections. If the 
site was selected with a view to keep- 
ing liquor out of camp, it was a fail- 
ure, forthe men managed to get all 
they wanted, and the officers had it on 
tap all the time. Coronado Beach 
would have been a very much better 
place. 

: A PERMANENT CAMP. 

The camp has been kept in apple-pie 
order. The company streets, and even 
the mess tents, could not have been 
better, which speaks well for the men. 
During the encampment it has been 
suggested several times that a tract of 
160 acres of land along the coast in 
Southern California be selected and

The idea is fe bulla permanent 
me quarters, so that the State will 
ot have to purchase tents every year.

Under the present state of af- 
fairs the men do not get proper train- 
ing, as itis impossible for them to do 
anything in aweek or ten days. This 
ear some of the northern militia will 
in camp but three or four days, 
which will be of no benefit whatever.

BLANKET TOSSING.

Her bairns were all 
boys, rather dirty and roughly dressed. 
Part of the family carried some 
bundles, and the smallest Freeon 
coddled a little dog in his arms. 

Mrs. Freeon found plenty of ears to 
listen to her story. Her husband was 
Edward Freeon, who, after he had 
shaved miners, cowboys and wild and 
woolly Westerners among the Terri- 
tories and in Mexico for several years, 
died six years ago, leaving Mrs. Freeon 
and the babies to struggle on alone, 
and they were still struggling on. 
They had evidently become acclimated

THE DEMOCRATIC CITY CONVENTION, 
Resolved, that this is a favorable time for 
the city to build an outfal] sewer to the sea, 
of sufficient capacity for a city of a quarter 
of a million inhabitants, and that we be- 
lieve the people of this city are now pre- 
pared to indorse any honest and practical 
lan for the completion of that important 
mprovement. We pledge our candidates 
to move upon this work at once.—)| Demo- 
cratic City Convention, 14th February, 1889. 
[We do not, however, commit ourselves 
to the Ballona-route-or-nothing proposition, 
but hold ourselves open to support a 
better and more economical plan whenever 
presented.| 
THE REPUBLICAN CITY CONVENTION. 
Resolved, that a scientific and 
system of drainage, with its 
outlet in the Pacific Ocean, is a matter of 
paramount importance; that the work 
should be commenced immediately and 
presecuted vigorously.—[{Republican City 
Convention, February 18, 1889. _ 
[But we distinctly refuse to declare that 
the Ballona route is the only gne that can 
end should be adopted; on the contrary, we 
are for the best and cheapest route, which- 
ever it may be.] 

THE BOARD OF TRADE DIRECTORS. 
Resolved, that a cemprehensive system 
of sewerage, arranged with reference to 
both present and future needs, for not less 
than to accommodate 300,000 inhabitants, is 
an imperative necessity to the welfare and 
pipe mee of this community, and should 

adopted without delay and constructed 
as rapidly as possible; and, 
Resolved, that it is the opinion ot the 
Directors of this Board of Trade that the 
output to the Pacific Ocean is the only 
practicable and safe system proposéd; and, 
Resolved, that the City Council of this 
city be earnestly pressed to take immediate 
action inthe matter, and provide for and 
proceed toconstruct such a system of sewers 
as will remove completely, safely and in- 
offensively the excreta of this city.—[ Direc- 
tors of the Board of Trade, January 4, 1889. 
[We do not, however, commit ourselves to 
the Ballona route, because we know that is 
not the only feasible route to the sea; and 
we urge upon the City Council the selec- 
tion of that route which is at once the most 
natural for the flow of the sewage water, 
the most practicable, the cheapest, and the 
best suited for the irrigation and fertiliza- 
tion of the lands along its line. We refuse 
to say that such route is necessarily the 
Ballona route. | - 

THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 
Resolved, that it is the. sense of this 
chamber that the plans for an outfall sewer, 
as City Engineer Eaton and 
comprehended in the ordinances passed by 
the City Council, should be adopted, and 
that the work should proceed without de- 
lay.—[{[Chamber of Commerce, July 26, 1889. 
| Taking care, however, to steer clear of 
injunction suits, which will surely follow 
the adoption of an illegal route, and avoid- 
ing the long and tedious delays attendant 
thereon.]

Large Number of Visitors From the 

City—Five Hundred Comrades in 
Line at Dress Parade—Sacred 
Concert in the Evening—Addi- 
tional Orders. 


Camp Burnside presented- a lively 
appearance yesterday, the number of 
visitors being far in excess of any 
previous day.

CALIFORNIA FRUITS AND HOW TO 
GROW )HEM. A Manual of Mmethoda 
which have yielded greatest success, with 
lists of varieties best adap:ed to the differ- 
en' districts of the state.

“California Fruits’ is a large oct avo 
volume of about 600 pages. It covers 
the whole range of fruits grown in 
California. In its preparation the 
author has enjoyed the advice and aid 
of the most successful fruit-growers in 
all parts of the State. His aim has 
been not only to ascertain the most 
satisfactory local practices, but to dis- 
cern as far as possible the conditions 
under which they succeed and the 
principlesinvolved. By persistent and 
protracted labor a work has been pro- 
duced which is not a mere compilation 
of isolated facts, but is ac areful and 
comprehensive treatise upon a very 
complex and difficult subject. It is 
believed that this character of the work 
will make it suggestive and valuable 
to those who desire to grow fruits 
in any climate similar to that of Cali- 
fornia, and as many methods employed 
im California ure of local invention, 
the description of them will be of ;in- 
terest to fruit-growers everywhere. 

The table of contents shows that the 
wark begins with the natural condi- 
tions of climate and soil, and proceeds 
through all the minutzw of land clear- 
ing, nursery practices, planting and 
care of orchard and vineyard, includ- 
ing cultivation, pruning, irrigation, 
fertilization, etc., and then devotes 
separate chapters to each of the fruits, 
which are now largely grown.

How the Dusky-hued Pueblos 
Turned Out and Slaughtered the 
‘fufted Cotton-tail and the Long- 
eared Jack—A Bit of Character 
Sketching. 


SANTA Fe (N. M.), Aug. 3.—[Staff 
Correspondence of THe Timxs.| The 
long hot, quiet days at Isleta droned 
themselves away, but once in a while 
their monotony was broken all to pieces 
by a friesta, a gallo race, or some other 
celebration peculiar to the pueblo. As 
we were absorbed iu the aborigines, we 
were always on the alert for shadows 
of such coming events. 


Juana, our agile young water-carrier, 
is always smiling, but last Saturday 
morning it struck me that there wasan 
extra sparkle in her dark eyes, and 
an especially sunny glitter of her white 
teeth, and I therefore managed to ask 
her, in my own exotic brand of Spanish, 
the exciting cause thereof. Instantly 
the smile broadened into a jolly laugh 
of satisfaction as she informed me that 
on Sunday, there was to be a big rab- 
bit-drive overon the mesa, and that it 
would be a great day for all the men. 
The women, of course, got nothing out 
of it, that goes without saying—even 
among the pueblos—but they were glad 
of the fun for the men’s sake, and who 
knows but that, like their whiter sis- 
ters, they were glad of aday in peace 
witaout the noise and general confu- 
sion that attend a man’s idle “day at 
home.’’ 

At sunset we heard the drum bang- 
ing away, up and down the streets, 
and later saw the stalwart silhouette 
of the crier, as he stood on a con- 
venient hillock in the middle of the 
viilage, black against the sunset, and 
announced in tones most musical, 
most melancholy, the programme for 
the coming day. Wise in our own con- 
ceit, and armed with a painfully ac- 
— fere-knowledge, we had been

The sun was high and bright and 
there wasn’t a cloud big enough to 
make a baby’s handkerchief in ali the 
wide blue sky, and by breakfast time 
the streets were full of hurrying fig- 
ures and flashing colors, as here and 
there, from almost every house, rode 
offsome son, father or even grand-

The hour of meeting was at high 

noon, but in that land of eternal leis- 
ure nobody minds a wait of three or 
four hours, and as each putative hero 
was ready, off he went.in a tearing 
gailop, careering madly off and leaving 
acloud of lazy yellow dust behind, 
only to pull up violently at the place of 
concord and sit drowsing there, half 
asleep, on his horse’s neck. The three 
aliens, a young ranchero, “Lum”’ 
and myself, take a light lunch 
at 10 o’clock, consisting only 
of a well-flavored and _ robustly- 
constructed egg-nug, but in deference 
to my sex and inexperience of the 
saddle, I am permitted to tie up a 
small parcel tor future reference, 
made up of aslabof French chocolate 
and 14 crackers, which, by the way, 
‘when eagerly investigated later, after 
two hours’ hard riding, presented a 
highly desiccated, but none the less 
nutritious, appearance. 

Soon we are off, and gt an the 
route as laid out by the sulky direc- 
tion of an unwilling stay-at-home, we 
crawl slowly up the warm side of the 
long mesa, leaving the deserted vil- 
lage simmering in the heat, its one big 
wind mill—the possessive pride of the 
clever old priest, Padre Eschalier— 
creaking in the dry wind, and over all 
the rest a Sunday silence. Arrived at 
the top, in single file, not a living 
thing is visible. Can we have mis- 
taken ourroad? Well! at any rate 
there is time enough in which to fin 
it, and wasn’t that a cottontail yonder? 
The unsubdurable rage for the chase 

leams through the tan on my cava- 
iérs’ faces, and a second later I am 
unceremoniously deposited on the 
ground, three bridle-reins in my hands, 
and my companions in arms are gone 
in eager and shameless pursuit of a 
little rabbit, who, perhaps, had started 
betimes toa gallant rendezvous at a 
distant burrow. But as neither of my 
gentlemen got a shot athim, 1 now 
fondly hope that he arrived safely and 
was properly admired by some plump 
and soft Dulcinea for the perils he 
had passed.. 

*"Ere my new of ‘*‘herd- 
ing’ had grown dull, along came au 
old Indian compadre driving his pair of 
lean cows to the green paradise of the 
Riv Grande meadows; and from him I 
learned that the “‘drive”’ was to be away 
over on a distant plateau, where there 
would be a better chance of finding the 
scarce little victims. At this I re- 
called my wandering boys, and we all 
set off on a roaring gallop, skirting the 
mountain. 

As we rounded its long slope we saw 
the group of hunters far ahead, like a 
cloud of gray on the red plain, com- 
pact and motionless, and only distiu- 
guishable from the landscape by an 
intangible hint of color, or a glancing 
ray of light on a bit of silver or shining 
gun barrel. As we approach, we hear 
a long resounding shout, and iastantly 
the whole mass breaks up and spreads 
out with marvelous regularity and in 
lines a3 symmetrical as those of a geo- 
metric figure. In advance of all are 
two young boys on foot, their brown 
skin glowing like dull bronze in the 
sun, who with the ease born of perfect 
muscles and long practice keep always 
ahead. without fatigue or effort. * 

The plan of a “drive” is as simple as 
itis efficacious. All the hunters as- 
semble en masse at a given point, and, 

atasignal from the leaders, start for- 
ward in two great diverging lines, 
meeting again far ahead, inclosing an 
elliptical area. As each one rides for- 
ward, one by one, at exact distances, 
the horse is reined in and kept quiet, 
forming one post of the living corral, 
until the whole area is thus oddly, but 
perfectly, fenced in. Within this the 
game is found, and although these 
sentries are sometimes as much as 300 
feet upart, yet such is their skill in 


ellipse, and so we hurry our horses into 
a sharp gallop and reach there with the 
foremost. So accustomed are our 
horses to the sport that they know 
better than we do when and where to 
Stop, and soon we are halted on a bit of 
rising ground, with the area of the 
hunt spread out beneath us. Far off 
in the east are the big blue Manzana 
Mountains, dotted with purple from 
the shadows of a few light clouds that 
have just floated in from the horizon; 
at their feet the tiny brown pueblo, its 
queer white pepper-box church towers 
standing out: in a sort of pious inso- 
lence; the waters of the Rio Grande 
drifting sluggishly on to the sea, and 
from them half a hundred muddy little 
acwquias, watering the precious vine- 
yards and fruit trees that constitute 
the wealth of these peaceful farmers; - 
all about for miles, variegated sand 
and grayish-green sage brush, under 
whose small patches of scant shadow 
are hiding our wary game; overhead 
the big sun blazing steadily down, 
roasting hot, to be sure, but in this 
clear, dry air sending out a heat that is 
invigorating, chasing rheumatism out 
of old bones and putting life into 
young blood. 

To see and enjoy all this was but the 
quick, appreciative throb of a moment, 
for away off at the lowest end of our 
corralcame the ringing shout of the 

rincipales, and the lines began to close 
in, each sentry guiding his horse in- 
ward, step by step, until all are mov- 
ing upon us in a solid and martial 
phalanx. The air vibrates with strange 
cries, intended to wake any lazy or 
sleeping rabbit into sudden activity 
and start him into flight for freedom. 
At the first “surround,” as it is called, 
not a single rabbit, cotton-tail or jack 
is unearthed, for here the brush is 
scanty; but at the second trial we 
reach higher bushes, and come to more 
uneven ground, and sure now of-game, 
both horse and rider grow eager, while 
the one or two trained and trusty 
old dogs that have been allowed to 
come, can hardly keep in line from 
sheer impatience. Slowly the long row 
of horsemen closes in and the big 
green circle grows smaller and smaller; 
as yet nothing moving rewaras our 
eager eyes, but when we are so close 
together as to recognize each other, all 
at once, here, there and everywhere 
starts to lifeya streak of gray with a 
dash of white tail or two long moving 
ears. Instantly that wetl-ordered 
circle becomes one big whirl of plung- 
ing horses, excited riders, wild-eyed 
dogs, scared rabbits and flying ciubs. 
But when the snarl untangles itself 
again, everybody is happy, and nobody 
is hurt, not even the rabbit, for in 
all probability his tiny life goes out 
without pain, long before bis little 
body hangs limply at his captor’s 
saddle-bow. 


I, for one, and the only one, am pri-. 


vately delighted, however, when, as 
occasionally happens, a rabbit gets 
clear away and is gone, not so much 
running as covering impossible spaces 
with those wonderful impetuous leaps 
that take him beyond pursuit in a 
twinkling. So the hunt goes on, every 
surround taking us further from home. 
A wagon with water and food which 
started at daylight will meet the party 
at 4 o’clock, for they will not dream of 
returning till sunset. But I, realizing 
that I have been several amateur hours 
in the saddle, am ready to turn home- 
ward and jog along with the most ac-

The San Bernardino Officers Sure 
of Their Reward Before They 
Turned Over Their Prisoner— 
The Defaulter’s Story Not Told 
Yet—Implicated Parties. 


Frank Lauterio, the defaulting 
Deputy Auditor, spent a very quiet day 
at the jail yesterday. For some reason 
he has not yet been put ‘in the 
tanks, but is allowed the freedom of 
the corridor, where he spent the time 
in chatting with such of the prisoners 
ashe knew. Quite a number of peo- 
ple called to see him, but none were 
admitted, as the Sheriff had given 
strict orders that he was to communi- 
cate with no one but his wife, who was 
to be allowed to visit her husband. 
Mrs. Lauterio called during the after- 
noon, bringing with her a lot of bed-| 
clothing and other articles for Lau- 
terio’s use, with which he proceeded to 
make himseif comfortable, and by 
night he was taking things as easy as 
circumstances would permit. au- 
terio shows the effects of the hard life 
he has been leading in the cafion, and 
now wears a beard all over his face. 
His general health, however, is very 
and he looks stronger than be- 
ore he left. 

From the talk among the attachés of

HE LAUNCHES HIS BOLTS AT 
WHISKY DRINKING. 


A TeHing Sermon at Helena, Mont., 
on “Drunkenness the Nation's 
Curse”"—The Deplorable Ten- 
dency of the Times and _ the 
Country._ 


HELENA (Mont.), Aug. 11.—{Special 
Report for Tur Trams.] The Rev. T. 
DeWitt Talmage, D. D., preached here 
today to a vast congregation. Taking 
for his text, ‘‘Who slew all these?’’ 
II Kings x, 10; he preached a powerful 
discourse on ‘“‘Drunkenness’ the 
Nation’s Curse.” He said: 

Isee a long row of baskets coming 
up toward the palace of King Jehu. I 
am somewhat inquisitive to find out 
what isin the baskets. I lookin and 
I find the gory heads of 70 slain princes. 
As the baskets arrive at the gate of 


- the palace, the heads are thrown into 


two heaps, one on either side the gate. 
In the morning the King comes out, 
and he looks upon the bleeding, ghastl 
heads of the massacred princes. Look- 
ing on either side the gate, he cries 
out, with a ringing emphasis, “Who 
slew all these?”’ 

We have, my friends, lived to see a 
more fearful massacre. There is no 
use of my taking your time in trying 
to give you statistics about the de- 
vastation and ruin and the death which 
strong drink has wrought in this coun- 
try. Statistics do notseem to mean 
anything. Weare so hardened under 
these statistics that the fact that 50,000 
more men are slain, or 50,000 less men 
are slain, seems to make no positive 
impression on the public mind. Suffice 
it to say, that intemperance has slain 
an innumerable company of princes— 
the children of God’s royal family, and 
at the gate of every neighborhood 
there are two heaps of the slain; and 
at the door af the household there are 
two heaps of the slain; and at the door 
of the legislative hailthere are two 
heaps of the slain; and at the door of 
the university there are two heaps of 
the slain; and at the gates of this 
Nation there are two heaps of the 
slain. When I look upon the deso- 
lation, I am almost frantic with the 
scene, while I cry out, ‘‘Who slew all 
these?”’ I can answer that question in 


halfa minute. The ministers of Christ 


who have given no warning, the courts 
of law that have offered the licensure, 
the women who give strong drink on 
New Year’s day, the fathers and 
mothers whohave rum on the side- 
board, the hundreds of thousands of 
Christian men and women in the land 
who are stoijid in their indifference on 
this subject—they slew all these! 

I propose in this discourse to tell 
you what 1 think are the sorrows and 
the doom of the drunkard, so that vou 
to whom I speak may not come to the 
torment. 

Some one says: ‘‘You had better let 
those subjects alone.”” Why, my 
brethren, we would be glad to let them 
alone if they would let us alone, but 
when I have in my pocket now four re- 
quests saying: “Pray for my husband, 
pray for my son, pray for my brother, 
pray for my friend, who is the captive 
of strong drink,’’ I reply, we are ready 
to let that question alone when it is 
et us alene; but when it 
ocking up the way to heaven, 
and keeping multitudes away from 
Christ and heaven, I dare not be 
silent, lest the Lord require their blood 
at ay hands. 

I think the subject has been kept 
back very much by the merriment peo- 

le make over those slain by strong 
k. I used to be very merry over 
these things, having a keen sense of 
the ludicrous. There was something 
very grotesque in the gait of a drunk- 
ard. itisnot so now, for I saw in 
one of the streets of Philadelphia a 
sight that changed the whole subject 
tome. There was a young man be ng 
led home. He was very much intoxi- 
cated—he was raying with intoxica- 
tion. Two young men were leading 
him along. The boys hooted in the 
street, men laughed, women sneered; 
but I happened to be very near the 
door where he went in—it was the door 
of his father’s house. I saw him go 
upstairs. I heard him shouting, hoot- 
ing and blaspheming. He had lost his 
hat, and the merriment increased with 
the mob until he came up to the door, 
and as the door was opened his mother 
came out. When I heard her cry that 
took all the comedy away from the 
scene. Since that time, whenI see a 
man walking ng ey the street, reel- 
ing, the comedy is all gone, and it is a 
tragedy of tears and groans and heart- 
breaks. Never make any fun around 
me about the grotesqueness of a drunk- 
ard. Alasfor his home! 

The first suffering of the drunkard 
is in the loss of his good name. God 
has so arranged it that no man ever 
loses his good name except through 
his own act. All the batred of men 
and all the assaults of devils cannot 
destroy a man’s good name, if he 
really maintains his integrity. Ifa 
man is industrious and pure and 
Christian, God looks after him. Al- 
though he may be bombarded for 
twenty or thirty years, his integrity is 
never lost and his good name is never 
sacrificed. No force on earth’ or in 
hell can capture such a Gibraltar. 
But when it is said of a man, “He 
drinks,’ and it can be proved, then 
what employer wants him for work- 
man? what store wants him for a 
clerk? what church wants him for a 
member? who will trust him? what 
dying man would appoint him his ex- 
ecutor? He may have been forty 
years in building up his reputation—it 
oe down. Letters of recommenda- 

ion, the backing up of business firms, 

a brilliant ancestry cannot save him. 
The world shies off. Why? It is 
whispered all through the community, 

‘He drinks; he drinks.”? That blasts 
him. Wher a man loses his reputa- 
tion for sobriety he might as well be at 
the bottom of the sea. There are men 
here who have their good name as 
their only capital. You are now 
achieving your own livelihood under 
God by your own right arm. Now 
look out that there is no doubt of your 
sobriety. Do not create any suspicion 
by going in and out of immoral places, 
or by any odor of your breath, or by 
any glare of your eye, or by any un- 
natural flush of your cheek. |» You can- 
not afford to do it, for your good name 
is your only capital, and when that is 
blasted with the reputation of taking 
strong drink, all is gone. 

Another loss which the inebriate suf- 
fers is that of self-respect. Just as 
soon as he wakes up and finds that he 
is a captive of strong drink, he feels 
demeaned. I do not care how reckless 
he acts. He may say, “I don’t care;”’ 
he does care. He cannot look a pure 
man in the eye, unless it is with posi- 
tive force of resolution. Three-fourths 
of his nature is destroyed; his self-re- 
spect gone; he says things he would 
not otherwise say; he does things he 
would not otherwise do. When a man 
is nine-tenths gone with strong drink, 
the first thing he wants to do is to per. 
suade you that he can stop any time

and shern his locks, and put out his 
eyes, and are making him grind in the 
mill of a great horror. He cannot 
stop. Iwill prove it. He knows that 
his course is bet ge disgrace and 
ruin upon himself. © loves himself. 
If he could stop he would. He knows 
his course is bringing ruin upon his 
family. Heloves them. He would 
stop, if he could. He cannot. Per- 
haps he could three months or a year 
ago; not now. Just ask him to stop 
fora month. He cannot; hé knows he 
cannot, so he does-nottry. I hada 
friend who for 15 years was goin 
down under this evil habit. He ha 
large means. He had given thou- 
sands of dollars to Bible societies and 
reformatory institutions of all sorts. 
He was very genial and véry generous 
and very lovable and whenever he 
talked about this evil habit he would 
say, can stop at any time.’’ But he 
kept going on, going on, down, down, 
down. His family would say, **I wish 
you would stop.” ‘‘Why,” he would 
reply, “Ican stop any time if I want 
to.”” Afterawhile he had delirium 
tremens; he had it twice, and yet after 
that he said, “I could stop at any time 
if [wanted to.” He is dead now. 
What killedhim? Rum! Rum! And 
yet among his last utterances was, ‘‘I 
can stop at any time.” He did not 
stop it, because he could aot stop it. 
Oh, there is a point in inebriation be- 
one which, if a man goes, he cannot 
stop! 

One of these victims said to a Chris- 
tian man, “Sir, if I were tola that I 
couldn’t get a drink until tomorrow 
ge unless [had all my fingers cut 
off I would say, ‘Bring the hatchet and 
cut them off now.’” I havea dear 
friend in Philadelphia whose nephew 
came to him one day, and when he was 
exhorted: about his evil habit said: 
“Uncle, Ican’t give it If there 
stood a cannon, and it was loaded, and 
aglassof wine set on the mouth of 
that cannon, and I knew that you 
would fire it off just as I came up and 
took the glass, I would start, for I 
must have it.”’ Oh,itis asad thing 
for aman to wake up in this life and 
feel that he is a captive. He says: 


“Icould have got rid of this once, but 


Ican’t now. I might have lived an 
honorable life and died a Christian 
deatb, but there is no hope for me now; 
there is no escape for me. Dead, but 
not buried. [am a walking corpse. I 
am an apparition of what [ once was. 
I am a caged immortal,beating against 
the wires of my cage in this direction 
and in that direction; beating against 
my cage until thereis bloodon the 
wires and blood upon my soul, yet not 
able to get out. Destroyed without 
remedy!”’ 
I go further, and say that the ine- 
briate suffers from the loss of his use- 
fulness. Do you not recognize the fact 
that many of those who are now cap- 
tives of strong drink, only a little while 
ago were foremost in the churches and 
in reformatory institutions? Do you 
not know that sometimes they knelt in 
the family circle? Do you not 
know’ that . they rayed in 
public, and some of tbem carried 
around the holy wine on sacramental 
days? Oh, yes, they stood in the very 
front rank, but they dually fell 
away. And now, what do you suppose 
is the feeling of such 3 man as that, 
when he thinks of his dishonored vows 
and the dishonored sacrament—when 
he thinks of what he might have been 
and of what he is now? Do such men 
laugh and seem very merry? Ah, 
there is, down in the depths of their 
soul, a very heavy weight. Do not 
strange things, and very ro 
in the ho old. You would 
blame them at all, if you knew what 
they suffer. Do not tell such as that 
there is no future punishment. Donot 
tell him there is no such place as hell. 
He knows there is. Heis there now! 
Igo on, and say that the inebriate 
suffers from the.loss of physical health. 
The older men in the congregation may 
remember that some years ago Dr. 
Sewell went through this country and 
electrified the people by his lectures, 
in which he showed the effects of al- 
cohol on the human stomach. He had 
seven or eight diagrams by which he 
showed the devastation of strong drink 
upon the physical system. There were 
thousands of people that turned back 
from that ulcerous sketch, swearing 
eternal abstinence from everything 
that could intoxicate. 
God only knows what the drunkard 
suffers. Pain files on every nerve, and 
travels every muscle, and gnaws every 
bone, and burns with every flame, and 
stings with every poison, and pulls at 
him with every torture. What rep- 
tiles crawl over his creeping limbs. 
What fiends stand by his midnight 
illow. What groans tear his ear. 
hat horrors shiver through his soul. 
Talk of the rack, talk of the inquisi- 
tion, talk of the funeral pyre, talk of 
the crushing Juggernaut—he feels 
them all at once. Have you ever been 
in the ward of the hospital where 
these inebriates are dying, the stench 
of their wounds driving back the at- 
tendants, their voices sounding through 
the night? The keeper comes up and 
says, **Hush, now; be still. Stop mak- 
ing all this noise.”” Butitis effectual 
eeper is gone they n again: ‘Oh, 
God! oh, God! Help! help! Rum! 
Give merum! Help! Take them off 
me! Take them off me! Oh, God!”’ 
And then we d shriek, and they rave, 
and they pluck out their hair by hand- 
fuls, and bite their nails into the 
uick, and then they groan, and they 
shriek, and they blasphems, and the 
ask the keepers to kill them. ‘Sta 
me. Smother me. Strangle me. Take 
the devils off me.” Oh, it is no fancy 
sketch. That thing is going on in 
hospitals, aye, itis going on in some 
of the finest residences of every neigh- 
borhood on this continent. It went 
on last night while you slept, and I 
tell you further that this is going to be 
the death that some of you willdie. I 
know it. I see it coming. 

Again, the inebriate suffers through 
the loss of his home. I do not care 
how much he loves his wife and chil- 
dren, if this passion for strong drink 
has mastered him, he will do the most 
outrageous things, and if he could not 
get drink in any other way, he would 
sell his family into eternal bondage. 
How many homes have been broken 
up in that way, no one but God knows. 

Ob, is there anything that will sode- 
stroy aman for this life and damn 
him forthe life that is tocome? I 
hate that strong drink. With all the 
concentrated energies of my soul, I 
hate it. Do you tell me that aman 
can be happy when he knows that he 
is breaking his wife’s heart and cloth- 
ing his children in rags? Why, there 
are on the streets of our cities today 
little children, barefooted, uncombed 
and unkept; want on every patch of 
their faded dress, and on every 
wrinkle of their prematurely-old 
countenances, who would have been in 
churches today, and as well clad as 
you are, but forthe fact that rum de- 
stroyed their parents and drove them 
into the grave. Oh, rum, thou foe of 
God, thou despoiler of homes, thou 
pooraising officer of the pit, I abhor 

ee 

But my subject takes a deeper tone, 
and that is, that the inebriate suffers 
from the loss of the soul. The Bible 
intimates that in the future world, if 
we are unforgiven here, our bad pas- 


sions and unrestrained, will 
go along us and make our tor- 


ment there, So that, I 
an inebriate wakes up in this lost 
world, he will feel an infinite thirst 
clawing on him. Now, down in the 
world, although he may have been 
very poor, he could beg or he could 
steal 5 cents, with which to get that 
which would slake his thirst fora 
little while; but, in eternity, where is 
the rum to come from? Dives could 
not get one drop of water. From 
what chalice of eternal fire will the 
hot lips of the drunkard drain his 
draught? Noone to brewit. Noone 
to mix it. Noone to it. Noone 
to fetch it. Millions of worlds then for 
the dregs, which the young man just 
now slung on the saw-dusted floor of 
the restaurant. Millions of worlds now 
for the rind thrown out from the punch- 
bowl of an earthly banquet. Dives 
cried for water. The inebriate cries 
for rum. Oh, the deep, exhausting, 
exasperating, everlasting thirst of the 
drunkard in hell! Why, if a fiend 
came up to earth for some infernal 
work in a grog shop, and should go 
back taking on its wing just one drop 
of that for which the inebriate in the 
lost world longs, what excitement it 
would make there. Put that one drop 
from off the fiend’s wing on the tip of 
the tongue of the destroyed inebriate; 
let the liquid brightness just touch it, 
let the drop be very small if it only 
have in it the smack of alcoholic drink, 
let that drop just touch the lost in- 
ebriate in the lost world, and he would 
spring to his feet and cry: “That is 
rum! aha! that is rum!” And it would 
wake up the echoes of the damned. 
“Give mé rum! Give me rum! Give 
merum!’’ In the future world, Ido 
not believe that it will be the absence 
of God that will make the drunkard’s 
sorrow; I do not believe that it will be 
the absence of light; Ido not believe 
thet it will be the absence of holiness; I 
thin< it will be the absence of strong 
drink. Oh, “look not upon the wine 
when it is red, when it. moveth itself 
aright in the cup, for at the last, it 
biteth like a serpent and it stingeth 
like an adder.”’ 

But I want in conclusion to say one 
thing personal, for I do not like a ser- 
mon that has no personalities in it. 
Perhaps this has not had that fault al- 
ready. I want to say to 
the victims of strong drink, that while 
I declared that there was a poimt be- 
yond which a man could nowsigp, I 
want to tell you that while a man can- 
not stop in his own strength, the Lord 
God, by His grace, can help him to 
stop at anytime. Years ago-I was in 
a room in New York where there were 
many men who had been reclaimed 
from drunkenness. I heard their testi- 
mony, and for the first time in my life 
there flashed out a truth I never un- 
derstood. They said: “We were vic- | 
tims of strong drink. We tried to give 
it up, but always failed. But somehow 
since we gave our hearts to Christ, He 
has taken care of us.’’ I believe that 
the time will soon come when the grace 
ot God will show its power here, not 
only to save man’s soul, but his body, 
and reconstruct, purify,elevate and re- 
deem it. I verily believe that, although 
you feel grappling at the roots of your 
tongues an almost omnipotent thirst, 
if you will this moment give your heart 
to God, He will help you by His grace to 
conquer. Try it. It is your last chance. 
I have looked off upon the desolation. 
Sitting under my munistry there are 
ae in awful peril from strong drink, 
and judging from ordinary circum- 
stances, there is not one chance in five 
thousand that they will get clear of 1t. 
I see men in this congregation of whom 


do not change their course, withi 

years they will, as to thefr es, 
down in drunkards’ graves; and as to 
their souls, lie down in a drunkard’s 


perdition. I know that it is an awful 
thing to say, but I can’t. help 
saying it. h, beware! You have 


not yet been captured Beware! 
As ye open the door of your 
wine closet today, may that decanter 
flash out upon you “Beware!” and 
when you pour the beverage into the 
po in the foam at the top, in white 
etter, let there be spelled out to your 
soul, *‘Beware!’”? When the books of 
judgment are open, and ten million 
drunkards come up to get their doom, 
I want you to bear witness that I, to- 
day,in the fear of God, andin the 
love for your soul, told you with 
all affection and with all kindness, 
to beware of that which has al- 
ready exerted its influence upon 
pow family, blowing out seme of 
ts lights—a premonition of the black- 
ness of darkness forever.

MILESTONES ALONG THE HIGH. 
WAY OF HISTORY. 


A Glance at the Lives of Some of 


the Popes—An Early Explorer of 
Siberia — A Translator of the 
Psalms — Marquis of London- 
derry. 


Pope Innocent XI. (Cardinal Bene- 


detti Onescalchi) was born at Como, 
Italy, May 16, 1611, and died August 


12, 1689. He graduated at Romein 


theology and canon law, and speedily 
rose to distinction. He was made a 
cardinal by his 


predecessor, Pope 
Clement X. Immediately after his ac- 
cession to th8 papal ‘see, he devoted 
himself vigorously to the reformation 
of ecclesiastical abuse, the restoration 
of discipline, and especially to the cur- 
tailment of the privilege of asylum, 
which was enjoyed by ambassadors. 
The Gallican controversy which rose 
in 1678, provoked the quarrel with 
France, which was not allayed until” 
after Innocent’s death. Louis XIV. 
claimed the right of the French crown 
to name all bishops in the kingdom, 
which claim the Pope denied. Louis 
XIV. also insisted upon the right of 
asylum, and when his envoy entered 
Rome he did so at the head of 800 sol- 
diers. In 1687 Innocent abolished the 
right of asylum altogether, and or- 
dered that all church services be dis- 
continued whenever the French Min- 
ister was present. Innocent XI. 
came oy es in 1676, and the whole | 
period of his pontificate was consumed 
in the struggle with France. 
POPE GREGORY IX. 
An earlier Pope whose reign was 
even more stormy than that of Inno- 
cent XI. was Gregory 1X., who was 
elected to the chair of St. Peter in 
1227, as the successor of Honorius III,, 
and died August 12,1241. He in- 
herited the traditions of Gregory VII. 
aud Innocent {II. His first act was to 
uspend and then excommunicate the 
mperor Frederick III., who was ly-@ 
ing ill at Otranto, for his dilatoriness 
in proceeding on a crusade. The Em- 
wus compelled to yield 
the Pontiff and ask  ab- 
solution. Subsequently a_ revolt 
in Rome forced Gregory to fly and ask 
the aid ot Frederick to restore him to 
authority. Subsequently, however, he 
again quarreled with Frederick, whom 
he again excommunicated, and a long 
war ensued between the Emperor sup- 
ported by the Ghibelines, and the Pope 
supported by the Guelphs. The con- 
flict was being prosecuted with unabat- 
ing energy on both sides, when Greg- 
ory died August 12, 1241. 
A FAMOUS EXPLORER OF SIBERIA. 
The first European to explore Siberia, 
which the work of Nordenskiold has 
rendered familiar to European and 
American readers of books of travels, 
was Johan George Gmelin, who was 
born August 12, 1709. He studied medi- 
cine with distinction, and in 1731 set- 
tled at St. Petersburg, where he was 
madea professor of botany and natural 
history. In 1733, in conjunction with 
Behring (after whom the straits are 
named) and other scientists, Gmelin 
was ordered by the Empress Anne to 
explore Siberia. Ten years were gccu- 
pied inthe undertaking and the ex- 
plorors carried their operations as far 
east as the Lena River. On his return, 
in 1748, Gmelin was appointed profes- 
sor of botany in St. Petersburg, where 
he died May, 1753. A specie of plant 
was named Gmelina in his honor by 
Linpnzus. 
A TRANSLATOR OF THE PSALMS. 
Nahum Tate, who died August 12, 
1715, has a place in literary history 
solely on account of his connection 
with one of the two authorized versions 
of the psalms printed in the English — 
book of Common Prayer. The psalms 
of David have individually and par- 
tially been translated into English 
verse by many persons; but the collec- 
tions best known are the “old version’’ 
and the “‘new version,” by Brady and 
Tate. Sternhold, in the reign of Henry 
VIII., was much offended at the las- 
civious ballads which prevailed among 
the courtiers, and -to check. these ten- 
dencies undertook a metrical transla- 
tion of the psalter, hoping to substi- 
tute psalms for the evil ballads. A 
sample of his work may be seen in the 
following lines: 
“Why dost withdraw Thy hand aback, 
And hide it in Thy lappe? 
Oh, pluck it out and be not slack, 
To give Thy foe a rappe!” 


These lines are addressed to the 
Deity! It is not now known who pre- 
pared that ‘‘new version” which com- 
prises the labors of Brady, Tate and 
others left unmentioned. Tate was 
for atime poet-laureate. Dr. Watts, 
now remembered for his hymns, re- 
ceived a letter from his brother in 
which the latter said: “Tate and 
Brady still keep near the same pace. I 
know not what beast they ride (one 
that will be content to carry double); 
but I am sure itis no Pegasus. There 
isin them a mighty deficiency of that 
life and soul which are necessary to 
rouse our fancies and kindle and fire 
our passions.’? More modern versions 
of the psalms, which are largely used 
in the churches, are open to the same 
criticism, seldom rising to a pindaric 
sublimity. 

MARQUIS OF LONDONDERRY. 

Robert Stewart, Viscount Castle- 
reagh, Marquis of Londonderry, was 
born in County Down, Ireland, in 1769. 
He was the son of the first Marquis of 
Londonderry, educated at Cambridge, 
and returned to the Irish Parliament 
at the age of 21. He took a prominent 
part in suppressing the Irish rebellion 
of 1798, which led to the execution of 
Robert Emmet, and to his efforts and 
abilities is to be attributed the legis- 
lative union of Ireland and Great 
Britain, which was accomplished in 
1800, and which Mr. Parnell and the 
Home Rule. party are now struggling 
to dissolve. He was leading spirit of 
the later coalitions against Napoleon. 
He succeeded his father to the title of 
Marquis of Londonderry in 1821. After 
exhibiting strong symptoms of insan- 
ity, Lord. Castlereagh committed sui- 
cide August 12, 1822.
